relate, then pressed a pistol to her 
breast and made her 
pledge most 


solemnly that she would never reveal 
his visit. Be said he hod been in the 
room before and asked if the door was 
fastened 
This question. Miss Thomas 


says, branded him a liar, as there was 
no fastening to the door 
Almy sub- 


sequently forced an object into her

civil war with the muzzle loading rifles 
the casualties in similar battles far ex- 
ceeded 15 per cent OB a rule 
The First 


Army Corps, at Gettysburg in the pre- 
liminary bottle in a single day lost over 
50 per cent of the man engaged 
The 


troops engaged at Mane's Heights lost 
00 per cent ot Ihe men engaged. Sheri- 
dan in his campaign in the Bhenandoah 
Valley lost in notion from 20 to 80 per 
cent ot the men he commanded and the 
Confederate loss was still greater. The 
same is true ot the battle ot Gains' Mill, 
8hiloh and Anbetam and many other
